In the 
year 1753 A.D. the profligate Jean 
Astruc, physician to Louis XIV, 
published his book, Conjectures as 
to the Original Materials of Which 
Moses Seems to Have Availed 
Himself in Composing Genesis. In 
that book Astruc “sought to prove 
that Moses formed Genesis from 
an Elohim record and a Jehovah 
record, with the aid of ten smaller 
memoirs.”? These “conjectures” 
were taken up by others, until to- 
day they are accepted by nearly 
all the teachers of the liberal-mod- 
ernistic school. 


Over fifty years ago I pur- 
chased the Oxford Helps to the 
Study of the Bible. It stated that 
this “theory” of Astruc “must be 
received with great reserve.”8 It 
accepted the “universally enter- 
tained” authorship of Moses. A 
year ago I purchased the “Second 
Edition” of the Oxford Helps to 
the Study of the Bible. But what 
a change! It now states that “Gen. 
1:1-11, 4a is derived from P.” Who 
he is no one knows, but it goes on 
to say that “P, which was at one

of France’s outstanding evangeli- 


cal leaders led the dedicatory 
prayer, 


Switzerland 

An estimated 50,000 people wel- 
comed the Graham team at a gi- 
gantic Saturday afternoon rally at 
Zurich, Switzerland. The crowd 
overflowed Zurich’s Hardturm 
Stadium and those who could not 
find seats elsewhere climbed trees 
and clung to the branches as they 
listened to the evangelist 


bring his message from God. An 
additional half million people 
heard the address by radio, it 


was estimated. 

So tightly packed into the sta- 
dium was the great congregation 
that it was virtually impossible 
to ask the people to come forward. 
Unfortunately, Dr. Graham was 
compelled to* give the invitation 
only by upraised hands, but it ap- 
peared to observers that more 
than half the people inside 
arena did so indicate their desire 
to trust Christ. 

The following night Billy Gra- 
ham spoke to more than 20,000 
| people in Geneva, Switzerland, 
with another eight cities hooked 
up by relay. After his message 
on idolatry, the same as preached 
the day. before in Zurich, more 
than 1,000 people came forward 
and received Christ as their per- 
sonal Saviour, signing’ decision 
ecards to that effect. 

On July 17, the day before the 
now-historic Big Four conference, 
Dr. Graham returned to Geneva 
again to address a mammoth out- 
door rally and to plead for,.prayer 
‘support from eve ry—Ration. on 
‘earth. In addition to a visible audi- 
‘ence in excess of 20,000, his mes- 
sage was heard by a world-wide 
audience over 800 radio stations. 


Germany 
From Switzerland the party tra- 
veled to Germany where some 


35,000 people welcomed them at 
Frankfurt Stadium in Frankfurt. 
When the evangelist finished his 
message in this city of 600,000 in- 
habitants cared for by only 30 
Protestant churches, an estimated 
5,000 people made their way to the 
front to receive Christ as their Sav- 
iourina procession lasting about 
30 minutes. Many of the converts 
were smartly uniformed lads 
known 10 years ago as “Hitler’s 
children,” trained to know no God 


but the Fuhrer. 
The day following the Frank- 
furt service the team ministered 


at two American air bases in Ger- 
many. First, as the guest of Lt. 
Gen. William H. Tunney, comman- 
der-in-chief of the United States 
Air Forces in Europe, the evangel- 
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Dear Brother: 


I believe that television is an 
educational medium that can be 
a great harm if used wrong. In 
that matter, it is just like the 
printing press, and the _ radio. 
Magazines have cigarette ads and 
so does television. The radio has 
cigarette ads and so does television. 
Magazines have beer and whisky 
ads and so does radio and so does 
television. Magazines: have some 
fiction that is hurtful and wrong, 
and some pictures that are hurt- 
ful and wrong. Radio has the same 
kind of stories, television has the 
same kind of stories, and some- 
times the same kind of pictures. 

A great many of the same pro- 
grams that are on radio are on 
television. The Firestone Hour has 
classic music on both radio and 
television. Baseball games are re- 
ported on both radio and tele- 
vision. The inauguration of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, the coronation of 
Queen Elizabeth were reported in 
the newspapers and magazines, on 
radio, and on television. 

I think no oneought tohavea 
television set in the home without 
guarding it very carefully and 
selecting carefully what is seen. 
There are good programs and 
there are bad programs. 

It is true. that some movies ‘are 
shown on T-V, and some of these 
movies are bad. Christians ought 
not to look at them. But the tele- 
vision set is not like the movie 
theater for several reasons: 


More About T-V 


1. You do not pay any money to 
support the lewd movie stars and 
the movie industry by owning a 
television set. 2. You do not put 
your endorsement on the movies 
by owning a television set. 3. You 
can select your own program or 
turn it out. For example, in the 
Chicago area, we have four Sta- 
tions and there are more good pro- 
grams in a day’s.time than we 
have time to look at. Of course, I 
have very little time for that. We 
have seen some very fine Chris- 
tian programs by Percy Crawford, 
Billy Graham, and “This Is The 
Life,” a Lutheran broadcast, and 
Jack Wyrtzen’s program. I do not 
believe that any Christian ought 
to attend a commerical moving 
picture show. He ought not to 
endorse the program, ought not 
to put his money and influence 
back of it, and he has no choice 
to select after he is there. And at 
the movie, he will see almost none 
of the good things he may hear 
on the radio or may see and hear 
on television, or read in good 
magazines. So there is a difference 
between T-V and the movies. But 
no one ought to have radio or 
magazines or newspapers or T-V 
in the home without carefully 
selecting programs that will honor 
God and do good, and being care- 
ful to avoid those that are wrong.

ist spoke to 5,000 Americans and 
Germans at Wiesbaden. Then he 
hurried to Kaiserslautern, the 
largest American community out- 
side of the U. S., and addressed 
some 8,000 Army personnel. Hun- 
dreds of servicemen at the two 
camps indicated their desire to re- 
ceive Jesus Christ as their per- 
sonal Saviour. 

Next. the team traveled to the 
city authoritatively reported to 
have the strongest concentration 
of communists of any place out- 
side the Iron Curtain. Here at 
Mannheim, Germany, they were 
greeted by a throng of 40,000 
Americans and Germans who over- 
flowed Mannheim Stadium, some 
of them gathering as early as 
10:30 that morning for the single 
night service. 

Occupying a special box in the 
Mannheim Stadium was the com- 
rander of all United States Armed 
Forces in Europe, General Anthony 
C. McAuliffe, the man who rose 
to fame through his one word re- 
ply, ‘‘Nuts,” to the Germans’ de- 
mand of surrender at Bastogne. At 
the close of the service an estimat- 
ed 1,500 publicly responded to 
the invitation to receive Christ. 

From Mannheim the team movy- 
ed to Stuttgart, Germany, and ad- 
dressed 60,000 people gathered in 
Neckar Stadium. As the service 
began, the wind commenced lash- 
ing the stadium and everyone vis- 
ualized rain washing out the meet- 
ing. But the evangelist felt led to 
ask the people to pray that the 
rain might be withheld and al- 
though the clouds continued to 
threaten, no rain fell during the 
service. While the meeting was in 
progress, rain fell close by on all 
sides but none touched the mect- 
ing until 10 minutes after the 
benediction, when rain poured 
down. 


The next night at Nuremberg, 
Germany, 65,000 people gathered 
in the huge Soldiers’ Field made 
infamous by the Nazi’s Hitler and 
his parading storm troopers. Once 
again rain threatened while light- 
ning flashed and thunder rolled, 
but for the second time within 
24 hours the rain was stayed by 
God so that the message could be 
heard. And in response to that 
message 2,500 Germans and Amer- 
ican GI’s made public decisions 
for Christ, signing decision cards 
and indicating their church pre- 
ference. 

The final meeting of the tour 
in Germany was held at Dortmund 
where 20,000 people gathered in 
beautiful Westphalia Hall. Here 
more than 2,000 an average of one 
of every ten present, responded 
to the evangelist’s plea to accept 
Christ. 

‘Interpreter for all the German 
meetings was a young man by the 
name of Wilfried Zibell. Wilfried 
was a Nazi soldier during World 
War II and later a graduate of 


Chicago’s Moody Bible Institute. 
Now back in Germany with his 
Indiana bride of a week, he plans 
to devote his life to evangelistic 
ministry in his native land. 


Holland 

From Germany the Billy Gra- 
ham party went to Holland, At 
Rotterdam, an estimated 65,000 
people assembled in the night air 
at Feyenood Stadium to hear Cliff 
Barrows’ 5,000-voice choir, soloist 
George Beverly Shea; and Amer- 
ican evangelist Billy Grakam: 
Many members of-:the American 
embassy and the Dutch’ Parlia- 
ment were among the throng 
which heard the preacher point 
his listeners to the Christ of the 
cross. At the close, when Dr. Gra- 
ham repeated the question spelled 
out on the Stadium turf in big 
block letters, “Is Jesus Christ 
Your Saviour?” thousands respon- 
ded to the appeal and quietly, rev- 
erently left their seats to public- 
ly confess faith in Him. 


Norway and Sweden 


From Holland the Graham e- 
vangelistic team went to Oslo, 
Norway, for a one-night service. 
When the team prepared to board 
the train upon departure from 
Oslo, a man who identified himself 
aS a missionary to Korea told how 
many times he had tried unsuccess- 
fully to win his parents to Christ. 
But at the close of the Oslo ser- 
vice, when the invitation was ex- 
tended, his 73-year-old mother 
went forward and publicly gave 
her heart to the Saviour. Going 
home, she threw her arms around 
the neck of the father, 75 years 
of age, and described her decision 
to him. The missionary stated that 
they had prayer together in that 
home for the first time in their 
lives and that he was confident his 
father would soon be saved, too. 


From Oslo the team went to 
Goteborg, Sweden, and were met 
by an estimated 20,000 people who 
had gathered in the sports stadium 
of Sweden’s second biggest city. 
About 150 pushed their way for- 
ward to the front of the platform 
in indication of their desire to re- 
ceive Christ while hundreds of 
others in the jammed stadium lift- 
ed their hands in manifestation of 
the same willingness to trust the 
Saviour. 


Denmark 


The final city of the tour, Den- 
mark’s second largest, was Aar- 
hus where organized opposition 
was met for the first time. Eight- 
teen ministers of Denmark’s state 
Lutheran Church publicly made 
statements against the evangelist 
and his “modern methods.” An e- 
qual number, plus Bishop Skat 
Hoffmeyer, went on record as fa- 
voring the meeting.

Belfast, Northern Ireland, has 
just witnessed one of the great- 
est evangelistic crusades in it’s en- 
tire history.

Who does God’s work will get 
God’s pay 

However long may seem the day, 

However weary be the way; 

Though powers and princes

God's pay. 


He does not pay as others pay, 

In gold, or land, or raiment gay, 

In goods that vanish and decay; 

But God in wisdom knows a way,

The other day when I first read 
this poem, in my office alone, I 
es so moved that I was between 

ears and shouting. In fact, the 
tears were really there, but the 
shouting was all inside, the silent 
kind! The more I thought of it, the 
more I rejoiced in working for the 
Lord and looking forward to re- 
eeiving His pay for it. 

So much of the wéfk we -do for 
the Lord is without pay. Maybe 
it isn’t work to faithfully go to 
Sunday School, church, prayer 
meeting, and to help in the 
church, but it does take time. And 
there is no pay for it. There is 
usually no pay for singing in the 


choir, nor for any of the many 
jobs which have to be done to keep 
a church and Sunday School rol- 
ling smoothly. If we did not have 
our eyes on a heavenly payment, 
we might not be as eager to do 
these things as we ought to be. 

But, praise the Lord, “Who does 
God’s work, receives God’s pay”! 

Being finite, impatient people, 
we have to learn to wait for it, 
though. We have to keep remem- 
bering that “God does not always 
pay on Saturday night.” 

We have to turn to Galatians 
6:8 and 9 and remember, “He 
that soweth to the Spirit shall 
of the Spirit reap life ever- 
lasting. And Ilet us not be 
weary in well doing: for in due 
season we shall reap, if we faint 
not.” God is the One Who decides 
what “due season” is, and how 
good that is, because He has all 
the wisdom and knowledge to 
know the best time for our reap- 
ing. 
in Ecclesiastes 11:5-6, we are 
reminded, ‘“‘Thou knowest not the 
works of God who maketh all. In 
the morning sow thy seed, and in 
the evening withhold not thine 
hand: for thou knowest not whe- 
ther shall prosper, either this or 
that, or whether they both be a- 
like good.” And up in verse 4 of 
the same chapter, ‘He that obser- 
veth the wind shall not sow; and 
he that regardeth the clouds shall 
not reap.” If we wait until we are 
sure that it is profitable to do any 
sowing, we may never do any 
reaping. We have to go ahead and 
sow when it seems it will pay, and 
when it seems it will not pay. God 
alone knows what will prosper, 
and He will see to it that those 


who sow are rewarded as they 
ought to be. “Blessed are ye that 
sow beside all waters,’ we are 
told in Isaiah 32:20. And in II 
Corinthians 9:6 we learn the pen- 
alties of sowing sparingly. “He 
which soweth sparingly shall reap 
also sparingly; and he which sow- 
eth bountifully shall reap also 
bountifully.” 

How liberal we ought to be 
with our time, our talents, our en- 
ergy! How careful we ought to be 
to do all the sowing we can here, 
sO we can do some reaping in 
God’s time. I am anxious to be 
there when God passes out His 
paychecks! 

This is a good thing to know 
on the days when duties crowd 
in and we seem too busy to live. 
This is the thought to remember 
when it seems we are accomplish- 
ing nothing, even though plugging 
away at the job He has given us. 
This is the thought to remember 
when all circumstances and prin- 
cipalities and powers seem to be 
against you. This is the thing to 
remember when strangers. are 
scornful and friends cool. We do 
not look to strangers for our re- 
ward; we do not depend upon 
friends for happiness. If we are 
doing God’s work, we can wait 
for His pay, and His pay will be 
so glorious the trials of earth will 
seem nothing, as the song Says. 
As Paul put it, the sufferings of 
this present time are not worthy 
to be compared to the glory a- 
head for us if we are faithful.

I thought I knew all about 
Noah, but I inquired what new 
thing they had found out about 
him. 

“O, nothing new; but just study 
him, and you will find very much 
that will help you.” 

So when he was gone away I 
took down the Bible and began to 
study Noah; and I found, among 
other things, that he had preached 
a hundred and twenty years with- 
out making a single convert; but 
still he kept at it, preaching, and 
working on the ark, and holding 
on to his faith for a hundred years 
together. 

We might suppose Noah would 
get discouraged after working at 
the ark a hundred years, I sup- 
pose by that time some of the 
timbers had got rotten that were 
put in at first, and had to be re- 
placed with new ones. Still he 
worked away. God had said a 
flood was coming, and told him to 
prepare the ark, and it didn’t 
make any difference about the 
time; it was his business to preach 
and to build. 

That day I went down to the 
Farwell Hall prayer meeting, and 
a man rose up and asked us to 
pray for the salvation of his soul. 

Well, thought I, how much good 
that would have done Noah, to 
have had somebody rise for pray- 
ers; but there wasn’t any body 
who wanted to be saved. How 
ashamed I ought to be to com- 
plain of my want of success! 

I would like to have you ask 
yourselves the question now, be- 
fore I go on ‘any further—yjust 
ask yourselves this question, ““Am 
I in the ark?” and if you cannot 
answer the question—if you are 
not able to say you are in the 
ark—won’t you just lift up your 
hearts in prayer, if you never 
prayed before, and ask the Lord 
to give you light on the question 
today?

The Ark Was Big Enough 

One hundred and twenty years 
before, God had come to Noah and 
told him to build this ark, and 
now He called him into it.

the people become more skeptical. 
They laugh, and mock, and say,

flood. The light shines the same; 
the sun is as bright as it has been 
the last thousand years. It is a 
very strange thing if this world is 
to be destroyed, for we are getting 
on so well and are so prosperous.” 
And so they went on scoffing, 
drinking, marrying and giving in 
marriage, feeling. perfectly safe, 

Some people excuse them be- 
cause their consciences were not 
touched and awakened. So it may 
be said of you: but that only made 
their fate worse. It is a good deal 
better for you to heed the voice 
of God, 


How Foolish Not to Fear 
God’s Judgment! 


Well, twenty years more have 
rolled away, and that is the time 
God has set. The people had been 
looking into the heavens but could 
see no sign, The geologists scoffed, 
and the astronomers predicted 
fine weather. The philosophers, and 
astrologers, and the scientific men, 
and the wise men, and the great 
men, all united to testify that 
Noah was wrong—that God could 
not drown the world; just as some 
men say now that God cannot 
burn the world. But God, who 
created this world out of nothing, 
certainly can destroy it. Don’t 
flatter yourselves, my friends, that 
God cannot destroy the world. 
Don’t go on thinking that God 
isn’t going to call this world to 
judgment. He is a God of mercy, 
but there is one thing we must 
keep in mind, He is also a God of 
justice. We are taught that if a 
man won’t have grace he shall 
have judgment. You can have 
grace, mercy, love, or you can 
have judgment and: the curse of 
God. 


I can imagine that Noah’s con- 
tract is finished, and everything 
is ready. It is spring, and all the 
people are busy planting their 
crops. But Noah plants nothing.

They 
are very much startled at his 
course, 


At length God tells Noah to 
occupy the ark he had built. When 
he moves in they all say, ‘Why 
doesn’t he wait till a storm 
comes? The sun is shining bright- 
ly, without any sign of rain—the 
flocks and herds are grazing on 
the hillsides—and everything 
moves on as it has for the last two 
thousand years. But Noah goes 
into the ark. The people who had 
ridiculed the old man are alarmed 
as they see the beasts coming up 
from the fields and forests: the 
tiger out of his den, and the bear 
out of its cave, and the lion and 
lamb going in together. All kinds 
of birds are flying to the ark, and 
even the little insects are creeping 
toward it. 

After they had all gone in, we 
are told that God shut the door; 
and in another place in the Scrip- 
tures, we are told that what God 
shuts no man opens. Still the 
flood didn’t come. There were sev- 
en days grace, as it were. If those 
people had cried for mercy then I 
believe God would have saved 
them. They didn’t believe that He 
would destroy the world—but did 
that change the decrees of 
Heaven? 

At last the storm began, and we 
are told that the fountains of the 
great deep were broken up. Not 
only did the waters come out of 
the heavens and pour upon them, 
but it seems that they burst up 
from the earth; and the ocean 
broke from its banks. After the 
storm had raged for perhaps 


‘forty-eight hours the scoffers be- 


gan to change their tune; They 
pray to God for mercy. They go to 
the door of the ark and cry, 
“Noah, let us in! Noah, let us in!” 
But there comes a voice from 
within, “I cannot; God has shut 
the door.”

© you who are parents—I am 
speaking to a good many parents 
here today—come you in first. 
Noah went in first, and his wife 
and children followed him. He had 
lived such a life as to give his 
children confidence in him. If you, 
parents, do not go into the ark 
yourselves, how can you expect 
your children to go in? God calls 
you today. Will you come? 

But one more thought. Men 
cavil now and say, “We don’t 
believe in the deluge at all; we 
believe in the teachings of the 
New Testament, but not in the 
Old. We cannot believe that God 
would destroy so many people at 
once.” My dear friends, do you 
know that every thirty years more | 
people die now than were des- 
troyed then? The deluge was sim- 
ply their destruction a few years 
sooner—that was all. Not only 
that, but the Son of God has said, | 


“As it was in the days of Noah, so 
Shall it be also in the days of the 
Son of man.” Don’t let the Devil 
make you think God is not coming 
to destroy the world by fire, for 
He is going to do it. The first 
two or three hours of the Chicago 
fire men were on the streets 
laughing, and saying it would soon 
be over.

assigned to about 500 B.C.”9 These 
“Helps” (?) then endeavor to help 
us to understand the story of 
GENESIS ONE by stating that 
‘much in the Hebrew is ultimately 
derived from the Babylonian ac- 
counts,’’10 

But the modern book that has 
most to say about the authorship 
of GENESIS ONE is The Inter- 
preter’s Bible. It really “takes the 
cake’! It finds it ‘impossible to 
speak in any strict sense of the 
author of Genesis,” but finds it to 
be “the result of the conflation” 
of “unknown” writers designated 
as “J and E and P”; then, by “a 
long line of writers, unknown to 
us by name.”11 That, my friends, 
is the teaching that is going out 
today. It is called ‘modern schol- 
arship.” But all the scholarship is 
not there. I want you to hear now 
the conservative scholarship side 
of this momentous question, Who 
wrote GENESIS ONE? 

John Lord, LL.D. (1812-1894), 
historian and layman, says: “Now, 
whence had this man (Moses) this 
wisdom? Was it the result of his 
studies and reflections and experi- 
ences, or was it a wisdom super- 
naturally taught him by the Al- 
mighty?” He gives his own an- 
swer: ‘Neither written history nor 
philosophy will support the work 
of Moses as of mere human intel- 
lect without ignoring the declara- 
tions of Moses himself and the set- 
tled belief of all Christian ages. 

. And if Moses was not inspired 
directly from God to write his 
code, then it follows that he was 
an imposter, a self-deceived and 
visionary man. And not only was 
Moses mistaken, but the Jewish 
nation, and Christ and His apos- 
tles, and the greatest lights of the 
Church from Augustine to Bos- 
suet. ... Sweep away his authority 
as an inspiration, and you under- 
mine the whole authority of the 
Bible; you bring it down to the 
level of all other books,” 12 


I agree with the poet who wrote 
concerning the writings of Moses: 


And never earth’s philosopher 

Traced with his golden pen, 

On the deathless page, truths half 
so sage, 

As he wrote down for men. 


—Mrs. C. F. Alexander}... 


Practically all the evangelical 
conservative scholars who have 
written on the subject accept the 
teaching of the Bible that Moses 
wrote GENESIS ONE, Their .uni- 
form conviction is that “We have 
in the Pentateuch the work of 
Moses, and we have it substantial- 
ly as it came from his hands” (El- 
licott’s Commentary, p. XXXV). 
No man was there when God did 
the work as recorded in that chap- 
ter, THEREFORE, the one who 
wrote it had to be teld- it: it had 
to come to him by divine revela- 
tion. And Jamieson is SO RIGHT 
when he says of GENESIS ONE: 
“The Scripture cosmogony is a 
subject of PURE and ABSOLUTE 
revelation.”13 It is my conviction 
that the Lord told Moses all the 
facts of GENESIS ONE, and that 
He told them to him on Mt. Sinai, 
and that 
by divine inspiration. 

“All scripture is given by in- 
spiration of God” takes in and in- 
cludes the first chapter of the Bi- 
ble. Moses spent 40 days and 40 
nights on Mt. Sinai twice over, 
80 days and 80 nights altogether, 
with the Lord: that is the teach- 
ing of Exodus 24:18 and 34:28 
with Deuteronomy 9:18. It was 
then and there that the Lord told 
him the story of Creation and the 
story of Man and all the facts of 
GENESIS ONE: he did not com- 
pile the chapter from “ten small- 
er memoirs,’ as <Astruc conjec- 
tured! The Lord Jesus testified 
that ‘“‘Moses wrote” the first chap- 
ter of the Bible. He said: “Moses 

.wrote of me,’ and He then 
spoke of his other works as “his 
writings” (John 5:46, 47). Since 
Genesis 3:15 speaks of Christ, 
Moses was therefore the writer of 
it. That is what the Lord Jesus 
said, and that is what all conserv- 
ative Christian scholars believe! 
The words of Exodus 17:14 bear 
eloquent testimony that Moses was 
writing a book: for the Lord said 
to him after the battle of Rephi- 
dim, “Write this for a memorial in 
the book” (Heb.). As John Lord 
says: “Jehovah Himself, in some 


Moses wrote them down 


incomprehensible way, amid the 
lightnings and wonders of the sa- 
cred mount, communicated His 
wisdom.” And my own conviction 
is that Moses wrote GENESIS 
ONE and the PENTATEUCH dur- 
ing the forty years of wandering 
in the wilderness, after God had 
talked with him and he with God 


480 days and 80 nights on the “top” 


of Mount Sinai. 


II. Genesis One and Science 

GENESIS ONE is important to 
science: it is the foundation of 
many sciences: “it is the one foun- 
dation on which all true science 
must finally rest.”14 The new Ox- 
ford Helps to the Study of the 
Bible has this to say about what 
it calls the “two different ac- 
counts of Creation’: “In neither 
account does the ORDER of Crea- 
tion agree with that inferred by 
modern science.”’19 But Lord Kel- 


‘vin, a man greatly “honored in 


the scientific world,” said: “Physi- 
cal science has nothing to Say 
against the ORDER of Creation as 
viven in Genesis.”16 The. well- 
known C. H. M., writing on GEN- 
ESIS ONE, laments the fact that 
our age “is so. productive of 
learned speculations and _ high- 
sounding theories, which, alas! in 
too many instances, savour of ra- 
tionalism and positive infidelity.”17 
Professor James Dana of Yale, 
a man who was considered the 
second “greatest scientific thinker 
of the nineteenth century,” said 
that “one reason why he believed 
the Bible to be the Word of God 
was because of the marvelous ac- 
cord of the ORDER of Creation 
given in Genesis with that worked 
out by the best scientific investi- 
gation.”18 Dr, R. A. Torrey tells 
us that “men, who have secured 
for themselves a position in the 
scientific world, assure us that 
this chapter agrees absolutely 
with everything that is known 
scientifically of the origin and 
early history of the earth.’19 The 
science of GENESIS ONE is cor- 
rect, and every statement con- 
trary to it is pseudoscience. - 


III. Genesis One and Evolution 


According to GENESIS ONE, 
God “made the beast of the earth 
and cattle...and everything 
that creepeth upon the earth... 
and created man in his own im- 
age” on “the sixth day” (Gen, 1: 
20, 2(, 31). That day, as all the 
other days, was made up of “an 
evening and a morning” (Gen. 1: 
31, Heb., and A.S.V.): and, read 
objectively, means a “day” and not 
an “age.” The Geologic ‘‘Ages”’ 
come in between Genesis 1:1 and 
Genesis 1:2. Evolution, which is 
Supposed to take ages, is, there- 
fore, ruled out. To teach that the 


animals and ntan came up by the 


long “process of evolution: is, ‘as 
George McCready Price ’'says, “a 
real libel on God.” 

The modern view of the evolu- 
tion of man is that given in the 
book, Man Does Not Stand Alone, 
by A. Cressy Morrison. It ap-

peared about ten years ago and 
created a sensation, The book “is 
the work of a scientist,” and 
claims that it “unfolds an almost 
unbelievable range of scientific in- 
formation,” and is a “very brief 
summary of scientific truth’’!!20 
This is the “scientific truth’ about 
man, according to the author: 
“With the advent of Darwin, there 
entered into the thoughts of man- 
kind a new conception—the evo- 
lution of man.” That this is still 
the thought of so many, he says: 
“To this day his (Darwin’s) mass- 
ing of evidence and the subse- 
quent facts developed by his suc- 
cessors have sustained the theory 
of evolution and carried it far be- 
yond Darwin’s demonstrations... . 
Darwin’s theories stand as a rock 
of incredible strength.’’21 

In the chapter on “The Origin 
of Man” we get this: “Man as 
such has been traced back with 
sufficient evidence to satisfy scien- 
tists for about cne million years, 
but this is already an established 
minimum. Before that, his evolu- 
tion, from whatever animal he 
may have developed, goes back to 
an antiquity beyond all human 
calculation.”22 The author arrives 
at the “beyond all human calcula- 
tion antiquity of man” by this 
method of ‘“‘scientific information.” 
The “horse took millions of years’”’ 
for “his evolution into the pres- 
ent splendid animal which runs 
on what we call a hoof developed 
from one toe. Using this as a 
gulde-post, then, measure the time 
that man has taken to develop 
hand, eye, and brain and thus be- 
come an inconsequential animal 
and thereafter rise to his present 
status.’’23 


The writer of this book really 
believes in the evolution of man; 
for he goes on to say in his ‘“Re- 
view” chapter: “The astounding 
fact that man has survived the 
vicissitudes through which he has 
passed during his millions of years 
of evolution ‘speaks for itself.’’24 


And he evidently believes man 
came from some other “animal,” 
for he says: “Perhaps one can see 
in this program a series of events 
in the development of living things 
until as its culmination an animal 
was given life and evolved into 
man’’!29 

But, here, my friends, what 
George McCready Price says: “As 
a whole, the theory of organic de- 
velopment from the protozoa to 
man is a blunder, an utterly im- 
possible scheme, if the new evi- 
dence of geology be given any con- 
sideration. . . . Organic evolution 
can no longer hoid up its head 
among the _ reputable = sciences 
founded on facts and logic....Or- 
ganic evolution, as commonly 
taught by scientists, is truly a 
phantom. ... All of its arguments 

.are fallacious. ... Radioactivity 
proves that matter is disintegrat- 
ing, not evolving.”26 The ‘animal’ 
that certain “scientists” believe 
man came from is the “ape.” 
George McCready Price, in his fine 
book, The Phantom of Organic 
Evolution, has an interesting state- 
ment about that. He says: “We 
may well declare that if there is 
any blood relationship between 
man and anthropoid apes, it is 
the latter which have degenerated 
from the former, instead of the 
former having developed from the 
latter. I do not say that this is 
the true solution of this enigma; 
but I do say that there is far more 
scientific evidence in favor of this 
hypothesis than there ever has 
been in favor of the long popular 
theory that man is -a developed 
animal.”27 The monkeys have a 
philosophic view of man which I 
want you to hear: you may wish 
to keep it!

The 
project, sponsored by the Baptist 
Brotherhood Commission, encour- 
ages Christians to display a Bible 
on their desk or workbench as a 
testimony to their faith. 


Among the bankers, attorneys, 
insurance men and others who 
have practiced keeping a Bible on 
their desk, praise for the idea is 
not hard to find. 

Sterling Cooper of McGregor’s 
Ine., and a First Baptist layman, 
says: “I think it’s a simply won- 
derful program. A Bible on the 
desk just has an influence that’s 
immeasurable, not only on. me, 
but everyone who comes in. A 
large percentage of the people 
who come in, pick it up before 
they leave, often read part of it.’’ 

Another, George Bates of Home 
Equipment Co., member of Epis- 
copal Church of the Holy Com- 
munion says: “It helps me. I’m an 
implusive sort of guy and nothing 
in the world will cool me down 
like the Bible. I refer to it often. 
I think it’s the greatest thing in 
the world to help a man.” 

George W. Schroder, executive 
secretary, Southern Baptist Broth- 
erhood Commission, says: “It is 
hoped the program may ultimate- 
ly lead business leaders to bring 
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and peculiar emphasis on the 
Creative Act of God. No less than 
three times in a single verse is the 
word used. “So God created man 
man was created ‘in. the image 
God created he him; male and 
female created he them” (Gen. 1: 
97). Therefore we agree with the 
true scientist, George McCready 
Price, when he says in his book, 
The Phantom of Organic Evolu- 
tion, “Man was created, he has 
mot evolved, . . . Modern science 
is confirming the record in the 
early chapters of Genesis, that 
man was created ‘in the image 
of God’” (pp. 211, 212), The In- 
terpreter’s Bible rejects the rec- 
ord of Moses in Genesis 1:27, and 
speaks with the voice of liberal- 
modernism and pseudoscience: it 
says that “The idea of man being 
created in the ‘image of God’ is 
probably dependent on Babylonian 
mythology” !28 


Professor L. Allen Higley, D.Sc., 
has something to say to such lib- 
erals. He indicts them with this: 
“The evolutionist, however, in- 
sists that he cannot believe this, 
so he professes ‘to set special crea- 
tion aside.’ He professes to believe 
that the physical world began in 
a state of chaos before there was 
life or intelligence of any kind, 
that life in unicellular form sprang 
out of nothing and that this low- 
est form of life produced all of 
the higher forms including man. 
,,.1f the evolutionist spoke truth- 
fully, he would admit that his re- 
jection of special creation is not 
because he cannot believe it, but 
because he will not. The reason he 
will not believe it is that he will 
not repent of his sins and make 
his peace with God.’’29 


Those are strong words, “Evo- 
lution has no place in creation, 
nor in reconstruction” ° (Higley). 
The kind of man God created in 
the beginning is well stated by 
John Owen, greatest of the Puri- 
tans (1616-1683 A.D.), true con- 
servative scholar. In “his most 
notable work,” the Hxposition of 
Hebrews, he says: ‘Whereas 
Adam was to be the head and 
principle of human nature, it was 
necessary that God should endow 
him with all perfection and knowl- 
edge....Man had all that light 
and knowledge and wisdom CON- 
CREATED with him, and so nat- 
ural unto him, which were any 
way needful to fit him for the en- 
joyment of God.’’380 Since “perfec- 
tion and knowledge, light and wis- 
dom” were “concreated with 
Adam,” evolution is wrong when it 
assumes that “an animal was giv- 
en life and evolved into man.’’24 


George McCready Price, con- 
servative scholar and_ scientist, 
rightly labels all these theories of 
the modern evolutionists as “vag- 
aries’ and “puerilities.”’ The clos- 
ing words of his great work are so 
important that I want you, my 
friends, to hear and have them: 
“The time is coming when such 
puerilities will no longer be put 
before the world in the name of 
venerable institutions of learning, 
under the imprimatur of respect- 
able publishing houses, and under 
the aegis of the sacred name of 
natural science....The way is 
open for every intelligent person 
to believe in a literal creation of 
all the leading types of life, MAN 
INCLUDED, as recorded in the 
first chapters of the Bible. THIS 
IS THE LATEST AND MOST 
AUTHORITATIVE WORD OF 
MODERN SCIENCE REGARD- 
ING THE OLDEST AND MOST 

FUNDAMENTAL PROBLEM OF 
RELIGION.”31 And best of ail, 
my friends, GENESIS ONE has 
the endorsement of our own ador- 
able Lord Jesus Christ, infallible 
Teacher and Guide. He said con- 
cerning THE ORIGIN OF MAN: 
“But from the beginning of the 
creation God made them male and 
female” (Mark 10:6). 


IV. The Message of Genesis 
One 


: There is a wonderful message 
in GENESIS ONE. Among all the 
writings known to the sons of men 
it is wnique and stands alone in its 
Solitary grandeur. There is noth- 
ing dry or prosaic in the reading 
of it. It is full of “God” from be- 
ginning to end. Thirty-five times 
the name of “God” is used in Gen- 
esis 1:1 through 2:3, and the im- 


“is carried like a lamp through 
the whole of this Introduction.” 
You can hardly read a verse of it 
without running into “God.” Try 
it! 


1. God Is 

The first message we get from 
GENESIS ONE is that GOD IS. 
Paul tells us that creation sets 
forth the Being and Personality of 
God; that His “Godhead” is “un- 
derstood by the things that are 
made” (Rom, 1:20). Bishop Hand- 
ley Moule, D.D., puts it this way: 
“There is Personality behind phe- 
nomena.”82 When I was in Japan 
I read the story of Neesima, Ja- 
pan’s first great Christian in mod- 
ern times. He became convinced 
of the Being of God through read- 
ing GENESIS ONE, and = it 
brought him to trust in Christ. In 
his autobiography he says: 

“I became acquainted with the 
name of the Creator through 
those Dutch books I studied be- 
fore, but it never came home so 
dear to my heart as when I read 
the simple story of God’s creation 
of the Universe on those pages of 
a brief Chinese Bible History. I 
found out that the world we live 
upon was created by His unseen 


Hand, and not by a mere chance.”’ 
33 


A native chief on the island of 
Aniwa came to know that GOD IS 
through seeing His work in Na- 
ture. Through the Sinking of the 
Well by John G. Paton, this chief 
came to see that God put water in 
the earth besides putting it above 
the earth! He asked Johfi G. Paton 
to let him tell the people of his 
discovery. The missionary said: 
“Yes, if you will try to bring all 
the people to hear you.” He did. 
Then “with great eloquence” he 
said: “My people, the people of 
Aniwa, the World is turned up- 
Side down since the word of Je- 
hovah came to this land!...Some- 
thing here in my heart tells me 
that the Jehovah God does exist, 
the Invisible One, whom we never 
heard of nor saw till the Missi 
(Paton) brought Him to our 
knowledge. ... From this day, my 
people, I must worship the God 
who_has opened for us the well, 
and who fills us with rain from 
below. The gods of Aniwa cannot 
hear, cannot help us, like the God 
of Missi. Henceforth I am a fol- 
lower of Jehovah God,’34 e 

More than once in his famous 
commentary, Matthew Henry says 
this: ‘Nothing is more easy than 
to determine that GOD IS.” And 
that, my friends, is part of the 
message of GENESIS ONE, 


2. God Is Able 


GENESIS ONE shows us that 
GOD IS ABLE; that He has SU- 
PREME POWER; that He is AL- 
MIGHTY; that He can do ANY- 
THING he wills to do. The Heb- 
rew word used for “God” in the 
first chapter of the Bible is “Elo- 
him,” and signifies “the Strong 
God; and what less than almighty 
streneth could bring all out 
of nothing?” And when you 
have read of the work done 
by God in GENESIS ONE, you 
have to agree with Matthew 


Henry’s comment on Romans 
1:20: “The variety, multitude, 
order, beauty, harmony, dif- 


ferent nature, and excellent con- 
trivance, of the things that are 
made, the direction of them to 
certain ends, and the concurrence 
of all the parts to the good and 
beauty of the whole, do abundant- 
ly prove a Creator and His eternal 
POWER.” 


Only a God of eternal POWER 
could have done what was done in 
GENESIS ONE. A great catas- 
trophe, resulting In a great cata- 
clysm, had taken place. Creation 
had been upset, turned over. God 
was more than ABLE to meet it. 
The catastrophe and the cataclysm 
took place between Genesis 1:1 
and 1:2. From other Scriptures we 
learn that Lucifer, who ‘was the 
anointed cherub,’ rebelled and re- 
volted against the government of 
God (Isa. 14:12-14; Ezek. 28:14, 
15). The “anointed cherub” then 
became “Satan,” the Adversary. 
That rebellion and revolt caused 
the great cataclysm of Genesis 
1:2. Satan was “cast as profane 
out of the mountain of God,” and 
fell “as lightning from heaven” 
(Ezek. 28:16, 17; Luke 10:18). His 


The earth was reduced to a “waste 
and a ruin,” and chaotic darkness 
reigned everywhere over the earth. 
But God was there “as KING.” 
When a similar cataclysm en- 
gulfed the earth in the days of 
Noah, we read that Jehovah sat 
as King at the Flood” (Ps. 29:10, 
A.S.V.). So it was in all the scenes 
in GENESIS ONE. God came 
forth in all His power and spoke 
the mighty fiat (let it be done) 
that brought forth order out of 
disorder and beauty out of ugli- 
ness, 


The saints of all ages have seen 
the power of God in GENESIS 
ONE and have used it for appro- 
priate ends.

He 
giveth power to the faint; and to 
them that have no might he in- 
creaseth strength” (Isa. 40:28, 
29). The apostles of Christ prayed 
that the power of God manifested 
in GENESIS ONE might be dis- 
played in their ministry. ‘‘They 
lifted up their voice to God with 
one accord, and said, Lord, thou 
art God, which hast made heaven, 
and earth, and the sea, and all 
that in them is: ... grant unto thy 
servants, that with all boldness 
they may speak thy word, By 


may be done by the name of thy 
holy child Jesus” (Acts 4:24, 29, 
30). 

God once conducted a tour of 
the Universe, and Job was the 
tourist (Job 38 through 41). Dur- 
ing the tour God displayed His 
might and His power in Creation. 
At the end of the tour, Job could 
only gasp out, “I know that thou 
canst do all things, And that no 
purpose of thine can be re- 
strained” (Job 42:2, A.S.V.) The 
power of God manifested in Crea- 
tion was manifested in the Incar- 
nation, in the Virgin Birth of the 
Son of God! “The Holy Ghost shall 
come upon thee, and the power of 
the highest shall overshadow thee 
... For with God nothing shall be 
impossible’ (Luke 1:35, 37). And 
so it was. Isaac Watts, in a bril-

8. God Is Present 

The message of GENESIS ONE 
is that God is present everywhere 
in the world; that He is near. Oh 
what a wonderful fact and 
thought! “Am I a God at hand, 
saith the Lord, and not a God afar 
off? Can any hide himself in sec- 
ret places that I shall not see 
him? saith the Lord. Do not I fill 
heaven and earth? saith the Lord” 
(Jer. 23:23, 24). Someone said 
that “God is everywhere without 
going there.” When Paul talked to 
“certain philosophers” of Athens 
about the “God that made the 
world and all things therein,” he 
reminded them that “He is not far 
from each one of us: for In him 
we live, and move, and have our 
being” (Acts 17:17, 27, 28, A.S.V.). 
“The atheist wrote: ‘God is no- 
where,’ but his little daughter 
read it: ‘God is now here,’ and it 
converted him.’35 Melanchthon, 
Luther’s great friend, said that 
God did not make the world as a 
carpenter makes a boat—to leave 
it When made; but that God is in 
the world He made, Every phe- 
nomenon of Nature proves it. 
Maltbie D. Babcock knew it when 
he wrote: 


This is my Father's world: 

He shines in all that’s fair: 

In the rustling grass I hear Him 
pass, 

He speaks to me everywhere. 


Where is God? The earth is 
made for Him. It is His, and in 
every blade of grass there thrill 
the forces of His life, and every 
flower sings the song of His glo- 
ry’ (G, Campbell Morgan). They 
shut Madam Guyon up in prison, 
but they could not shut her out 


from God. She said of imprisoned 
saints: 


“Where’er they dwell, they dwell 
in Thee, 
In heaven, in earth, or on the sea.” 


And because of that she could say: 


“1 can be calm and free from care 
On any shore, since GOD IS 
THERE.” 


And it mattered not a bit to her 
where they put her, she knew God 
would be there! 


Could I be cast where Thou art 
not, 

That were indeed a dreadful lot; 

But regions none remote I call, 

Secure of finding God in all. 


Yes, my friends, GENESIS ONE 
tells us that God is everywhere! 
“Whither shall I go from thy 
Spirit? or whither shall I flee 
from thy presence?” asked King 
David. And wherever he thought 
of going, he had to say, “Thou art 
there’ (Ps.

“I fled Him, 
down the nights and down the 
days; I fled Him, down the arches 
of the years; I fled Him, down the 
labyrinthine ways of my own 
mind; and in the midst of my 
tears I hid from Him, and under 
running laughter.”86 But he had 
to confess that he could not get 
away from “those strong Feet that 
followed, followed after.” One of 
the greatest lessons I have learned 
from GENESIS ONE is this that 
is recorded in Psalm 119:151: 
“Thou art near, O Lord.” 


4, God’s Purpose 


God had a purpose in GENESIS 
ONE. It is stated in Revelation 4: 
11: “Worthy art thou, our Lord 
and our God, to receive the glory 
and the honor and the power: for 
thou didst create all things, and 
because of THY WILL they were, 
and were created” (A,S.V.). 
made the earth for His glory and

to display all the purposes of His 
WILL. “The earth is made for the 
display of the Kingdom and gov- 
ernment of God,” and “is the cen- 
ter of observation in the Universe 
of God” (G. Campbell Morgan). He 
created you, O man, for Himself, 
and nothing less than Himself will 
ever satisfy your immortal spirit. 
The famous Augustine of the 4th 
century (354-430 A.D.) found that 
out, and wrote in his celebrated 
Confessions: “O Lord... Thou hast 
made us for Thyself, and our 
heart is restless until it repose in 
Thee.”’37 

God created you for His honor 
and glory. Are you answering the 
end of your creation? “The chief 
end of man is to glorify God and 
to enjoy Him for ever.” God made 
you by His breath (Gen. 2:7), but 
He redeemed you by His Blood 
(Acts 20:28). “Remember now thy 
Creator” before you go to your 
“long home” and before “the 
mourners go about the streets’ 
and you go to meet God who will 
“bring every work into judgment, 
with every secret thing, whether 
it be good or whether it be evil” 
(Eccl. 12:1, 5, 14). 

What a wonderful God we have! 
I’m so glad He took care of things 
back there in GENESIS ONE! 
And won't He always! 

“Alleluia: for the Lord God om- 
nipotent reigneth.”—Rev. 19:6.
